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Mum sentenced for murdering her daughters 


A MOTHER who murd¬ 
ered her two teenage 
daughters will serve a 
minimum of 33 years 
in jail for her horrific 
crimes. 

Rekha Kumari-Baker, 
41, was sentenced on 
Tuesday at Cambridge 
Crown Court after a jury 
found her guilty of mur¬ 
der the previous day 

The judge said the Parole 
Board would not consider her 
for release until 2040, when she 
will be 72. 

Kumari-Baker attacked Dav-

ina Baker, 16, and Jasmine 
Baker, 13, at her home in Streth- 
am in the early hours of June 13, 
2007. 

The waitress stabbed Davina 
37 times and Jasmine 29 times 
with two kitchen knives as they 
slept in their beds. She had ad¬ 
mitted manslaughter on the 
grounds of diminished resp¬ 
onsibility but denied murder. 

Passing sentence, Mr Justice 
Bean said: “Your defence of 
diminished responsibility was 
flimsy and insubstantial. 



“You knew quite well what 
you were doing and you were 
not mentally ill. The crimes 
were, as the prosecution rightly 
put it, murder, full stop. 

“Davina and Jasmine were 
cruelly cut down in the prime of 
life. Their death has been a 
shattering loss to their father, 
David Baker, and their friends.” 

Kumari-Baker had already 
been detained for two years and 
92 days. She will serve a further 
30 years and 273 days. 

If she serves the remainder of 
the minimum tariff in full, she 
will not be released until the 
year 2040. 

The father of Davina and 
Jasmine spoke of his “incalc¬ 
ulable” loss as Kumari-Baker 
was sentenced. David Baker 
said words were not enough to 
express his feelings. 

The jury of seven women and 
five men took just 35 minutes to 
return a unanimous verdict. 

Davina was stabbed 39 times 
as she tried to defend herself, 
while Jasmine was stabbed 
through the heart during a 
second onslaught. Prosecutors 
said she carried out the mur¬ 
ders to “wreak havoc” on ex- 
husband David Baker. 

In a hand-written note she 
left at the murder scene, Kum¬ 
ari-Baker wrote: “I don’t want 


them to get hurt as I did.” 

She concluded the note by 
writing: “My kids will not be a 
burden to anyone any more.” 

Psychiatrist Lyle Hamilton 
also told jurors Kumari-Baker 
may have been “retaliating” 
against men, particularly her 
ex-husband, and former part¬ 
ner Jeff Powell, who had just 
ended a six-year relationship. In 
the note she wrote: “I didn’t 
want them to get hurt like I did. 
Jeff hurt me so much I cannot 
explain.” 

Her lawyers argued that she 
was suffering from an “abnorm¬ 
ality of mind” which would 
make her guilty of manslaught¬ 
er but not murder. 

Dr Hamilton - who was call¬ 
ed to give evidence by Kumari- 
Baker’s lawyers - said she exhib¬ 
ited a condition of “turbulent 
mixed emotions” brought on by 
a raft of personal, financial and 
health problems, meaning she 
was not of sound mind. 

But the jury rejected the 
defence after hearing Kumari- 
Baker had visited her GP just 
days before murdering her 
children, who had said there 
was no evidence of clinical 
depression.

“Needless to say this has 
been a difficult and protracted 
investigation for everyone 
involved, including exper¬ 
ienced officers. 

“It has been tremendously 
difficult, in particular, for the 
family of Davina and lasmine, 
who we have had close contact 
with throughout. I hope today’s 
verdict can allow everyone, 
particularly David Baker, and 
other members of the girls’ 
family, to move on.”

DAVID Baker, father of the 
murdered girls and former 
husband of Rekha Kumari- 
Baker, issued this 
statement after the verdict 
was announced: 

“I am pleased with the 
outcome of the trial and 
the verdict of the court. It 
does not and cannot 
however compensate for 
the loss of my daughters 
Davina and Jasmine. 

“Not a day passes 
when I don’t think of my 
girls. I smile now when I 
remember the good times 
we had. I remember most 
of all their love and 
closeness for each other - 
sisters together. Part of 
my heart was taken when 
they died and I long for 
the day when we shall be 
reunited. 


“Time has passed 
since their death but my 
sense of loss and pain has 
eased little. I was robbed 
of my daughters by an act 
of calculated viciousness 
by a woman who, having 
given life to them, in her 
vindictive mind believed 
she also had a right to 
take that life from them. 
She will now pay the price 
for this. 

“I take comfort in the 
knowledge that I will in 
time be with my girls 
again. She will not. 

“More than two years 
have passed since the 
murder of my daughters. 
Justice has been delayed 
by Rekha Kumari-Baker’s 
attempts to avoid the 
consequences of her 
actions by claiming 



diminished responsibility 
through fabricated 
defence of mental 
abnormality. The court 
has seen through this 
tissue of deceit. 

“I would like to thank 
Cambridgeshire Police 
and members of the legal 
team for their focused, 
dedicated and tireless 


work in ensuring that 
justice was finally 
achieved in this case. 

“I would like to thank 
those members of the 
media who reported the 
facts of the case 
accurately and 
professionally. 

“My family and friends 
have been a source of 


great strength and support 
in the last few years. I 
know too that Davina and 
Jasmine’s many friends 
have also helped support 
each other. 

“Finally to my 
daughters I simply want to 
say: Rest in peace Davina 
and Jasmine. My love for 
you will never fade.”

Top psychiatrists at the 
Norvic centre in Norfolk, 
where Kumari-Baker was held 
in the two years before her 
trial, also found she was not 
mentally ill. One psychiatrist 
said any murderer would feel 
“turbulent or mixed emotions 
by definition.” 

He added that Kumari-Baker 
remained “an enigma”, who 
did not fall into any known 
category of extreme offending. 
Her behaviour could not be 
explained. 

Kumari-Baker claimed she 
had almost complete amnesia 
of the event, remembering 
only a “blackness” descending 
upon her before finding herself 
alone in her own bedroom 
with the blood-stained knives. 

But David Baker believed the 
murders were “an act of calcu¬ 
lated viciousness by a woman, 
who having given fife to them, 
in her vindictive mind believed 
she also had the right to take

that fife from them”. 

He believed his ex-wife’s 
claims of madness were “fabri¬ 
cated”, saying: “The court has 
seen through this tissue of 
deceit.” 

Detective Inspector fim 
McCrorie, who led the investi¬ 
gation, agreed. 

“It became clear, as this 
investigation progressed, that 
Rekha Kumari-Baker set out to 
murder her children,” he said. 

“Only she wifi know the real 
reason why she carried out 
such a vicious and deliberate 
attack as they lay sleeping in 
their beds. 

“Davina and lasmine were 
two innocent young teenagers 
who were killed by the person 
they should have been able to 
trust most in this world.” 

Emma Dmitriev, from the 
Crown Prosecution Service, 
added: “This cruel and vicious 
act was clearly premeditated 
by Kumari-Baker as she had 
purchased the knife two days 




prior to the killing. 

“She had broken up with her 
husband and then her boy¬ 
friend of several years and had 
left her job in a dispute with 
her employer. 

“She was clearly angry and 
took out her accumulated rage 
on the two innocent girls. This 
brutal attack has had enduring 
tragic consequences. 

“I think strains in the relat¬ 
ionships with the men - key 
men - in her life gave rise 
probably to the idea of some 
kind of retaliation against not 
just them as individuals but 
against men generally - fife.” 

Dr Neil Hunt, a consultant 
psychiatrist, who interviewed 
her on the day she was arr¬ 
ested, also told jurors he did 
not think there was evidence of 


any mental illness. Dr Hunt 
told jurors: “She said ‘This was 
not supposed to happen. I love 
my girls.’ 

“Given the extreme and 
unusual behaviour, I was 
concerned that there was a 
high chance that she may be 
suffering from a mental dis¬ 
order.” 

But he added: “I didn’t think 
she had any serious mental 
illness.” 

On Monday, a neighbour of 
Kumari-Baker’s in the village of 
Stretham, who did not want to 
be named, said: “I thought she 
was guilty all along. 

“I have been following the 
case closely and what she did 
to those girls just beggars 
belief.” 

Another resident said: “I am 
very pleased with the outcome 
of the trial. She will now serve 
her time, which is what she 
deserves.” 

Felicity Schofield, chairman 
of Cambridgeshire Local 
Children’s Safeguarding Board, 
said an inquiry would be 
carried out to see if anything 
could have been done to 
prevent the tragedy. 

She said: “Our thoughts and 
sympathies are with the 
friends and family of the two 
girls, who have been through 
an extremely difficult period 
during the trial which has 
reminded everyone of the 
tragic and traumatic events of 
two years ago.” 
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Play area set to be 
given £ 62 k revamp

A MAJOR revamp of 
a popular children’s 
play area is set to 
go ahead after the 
scheme was award¬ 
ed a grant of nearly 
£50,000. 

The cash, from the 
Government’s Play 
Builder fund, will 
cover most of the cost 
of the £62,000 project 
at Newmarket’s Mem¬ 
orial Hall Gardens. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, 
Mayor of Newmarket, 
said: “We’re absolutely 
delighted. This grant 
has been obtained 
thanks to the hard 
work of Erika Jensen, 
assistant to the town 
clerk. 

“She consulted with 
various groups of 
children and parents 
to find out what they 
wanted. We shall get 
on with it as quickly as 
possible.” 

The town council 
learned this week that 
the grant had been 
awarded - just a 
month after submit¬ 
ting application for 
the cash which is 
distributed by county 
councils from the 
Department of Chil¬ 
dren, Schools and 
Families. 

There are con¬ 
ditions which require 
the work to be carried 
out by March 31 next 



Injured man rescued 
from hole at stables 

A MAN was taken to hospital after he 
was rescued from a deep hole at 
stables in Newmarket. 

The man, believed to be in his 50s, is 
thought to have fallen into the three- 
metre hole at Craven Stables in 
Hamilton Road, Newmarket, just 
before 1 pm on Tuesday. 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service said the 
man was conscious and breathing 
and had an upper leg injury. He was 
taken to West Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, for treatment. 

Firefighters were called to help 
ambulance personnel at the scene. 
Mark Steggall, fire service group 
manager, said: “It was a difficult 
extraction. We had to use a 
considered approach so that no 
further injuries were caused.” 

Two stretchers were used and the 
man, believed to be a contractor 
working at the stables, was lifted out 
using a digger/crane on the site. 

It is understood that the incident has 
been reported to the Health and Safety 
Executive. 

Fires in undergrowth 

FIREFIGHTERS spent several days 
tackling burning undergrowth in the 
Holywell Row area near the Mildenhall 
American Air Force base. 

Crews from Newmarket, Mildenhall 
and Brandon were at the scene for 
most of Tuesday and a fire officer 
carried out checks yesterday to make 
sure the fire was out. Fire crews were 
initially called to the area at the 
weekend. 

Mark Steggall, fire service group 
manager for Forest Heath, said: “We 
are asking the public to take extra care 
and be particularly observant as it is 
tinder-dry at the moment.”

Police increase town foot patrols 
after regular attacks by vandals 


POLICE have vowed to clamp 
down on vandals who are 
damaging Newmarket’s 
multi-storey car park almost 
every night. 

Damage thought to run to 
several thousand pounds has 
been caused at the town’s 
Guineas centre car park this 
month. 

Obscene graffiti has been 
sprayed on walls, light fittings 
smashed and, in the latest 
incident this week, drain and 
gulley covers were taken up. 

On the nearby Severals 
green an artificial cricket 
practice surface has been 
burned for the third time and 
the town council, which is a 
responsible for the area, has 


asked for it to be removed. 

Vandalism has also been 
reported at the construction 
site for the new sports 
pavilion on The Severals. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, the mayor, 
said: “It has been agreed that 
we take up the artificial 
surface and re-grass the area. 

“There is no point in 
replacing the artificial surface 
for it just to be burned again. 
It's very sad. It was there for 
everyone to enjoy and now 
just a few people have ruined 
that.” 

She said CCTV, security 
lighting and a sophisticated 
alarm system would be 
installed on the pavilion 
which is being built for the 


town as part of a £600,000 
project funded by Sheikh 
Mohammed’s Darley horse 
breeding organisation. 

A spokeswoman for Forest 
Heath District Council, which 
is responsible for the car 
park, said: “We are extremely 
concerned. Damage is 
happening almost nightly.” 

In the latest incident four 
drain covers, which will cost 
£1,400 to replace, were 
stolen. A total of 10 light 
fittings were damaged and 
will cost £900 to replace. She 
said these were just examples 
of the kinds of damage which 
was being caused. 

“Although we have 
insurance, there is a cost to 


the council taxpayer in 
increased premiums,” she 
said. “This is just wanton 
vandalism.” 

Sgt Mark Shipton, of 
Newmarket Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team said: “Anti¬ 
social behaviour and 
criminal damage are on¬ 
going priorities for the team. 

“To combat this issue we 
have increased foot patrols 
within the area and ask the 
public to be vigilant in 
reporting suspicious be¬ 
haviour by contacting the 
police immediately.

Bands ‘more targeted to 
attract mature audience’ 


MORE mature audiences spent 
the most at this year’s series of 
pop shows at Newmarket race¬ 
course. 

Figures from this summer’s seven 
combined racing and concert nights 
showed that more was spent on the 
nights which featured established 
popular acts. 

Turnover at the Tote exceeded 
£250,000 when Simply Red, the only 
act to attract a sell-out crowd of 
nearly 22,000 this year, performed at 


the July racecourse. 

The audience at Boyzone’s 
performance spent £195,600 in 
betting on the Tote and Status Quo’s 
audience spent more than £182,500. 

More current chart acts such as the 
Pussycat Dolls and Scouting for Girls 
saw less activity at the Tote. 

Stephen Wallis, managing director 
of Newmarket Racecourses, told the 
Racing Post that fans of more 
established acts were more likely to 
come back for a “normal” race 
meeting without the added 


attraction of a pop show. 

He said: “At the end of the day we 
are trying to generate a new 
audience for racing as well, so the 
type of bands we select are more 
carefully considered than perhaps a 
few years ago - albeit in the context 
of who’s available.” 

Racecourse chiefs have said they 
were happy with the crowd figures 
for this year’s series - even though 
they were slightly down on the 
record set the previous year.

Charity race 

GLORIOUS sunshine greeted runners 
raising money for a mental health charity in 
the Chariots of Fire race. 

The annual event attracted around 2,500 
competitors, who pounded the scenic 
course through Cambridge streets and 
colleges, all in aid of local charity Cam- 
mind. 

The race, which has raised more than 
£750,000 for charities since it was first 
held in 1992, brings together runners from 
a wide range of workplaces, colleges, 
organisations and sports clubs. 

Teaming up in groups of six, they run 
the 1.7-mile course in relay format. 

Glassworks A, a team from a 
Cambridge gym, took first spot for the third 
year in a row and claimed the Sir Arthur 
Marshall trophy. 

Cambridge law firm Hewitsons, sponsor 
of the event alongside the Cambridge 
News, hailed this year as a huge success. 

Charles Hewitson, race director and 


senior partner at the firm, said: “Everyone 
has turned out to support us today. We’ve 
got a huge number of people and great 
weather. 

“We’ve raised over £750,000 now and 
this is our 18th year. 

“The aim is going to be to make it past 
£1 million in the next few years. We will 
only manage that with the help of all our 
runners and supporters.” 

Spectators were able to bask in warm, 
late-summer sunshine on Sunday. 

But many runners looked as though 
they were feeling the heat as they crossed 
the finishing line.

A LORD at the 
centre of a row over 
his plans to develop 
some of his land for 
housing has res¬ 
ponded to critics of 
the scheme.

“I can state with 
absolute certainty that I 
will do nothing that will 
threaten the future of the 
industry, with which my 
family has long had con¬ 
nections. 

“Indeed, it is my own 
stud - Stanley House - 
that borders the 
proposed development 
and I therefore have very 
clear incentive to 
properly manage the 
long-term development 
of Hatchfield Farm to 
ensure that it realises its 
potential to secure the 
town’s growth in a 
sympathetic way, to the 
benefit, above all, of local 
people.” 

He said a formal plan¬ 
ning application would 
be submitted “in the 
coming months”. 

Currently, Forest Heath 
District Council has 
earmarked the area as a 
potential development 
site in its core strategy for 
the period to 2031. 

The strategy is subject 
to public hearings chair¬ 
ed by a planning in¬ 
spector and subsequent 
government approval. 

Lord Derby said that 
many of the new homes 
planned would be 
“affordable” and would 
benefit people working 
in the racing industry.

A £200,000 facelift for 
a council office has 
begun this week - 
seven months later 
than originally 
planned. 

The office, in 
Newmarket’s Guin¬ 
eas centre, has been 
closed since Feb¬ 
ruary when staff 
moved to temporary 
offices in the tourist 
information centre 
at Palace House, 
Newmarket. 

The delay is 
understood to have 
been caused by 
previously undis¬ 
covered structural 
concerns and nego¬ 
tiations over the 
length of the lease on 
the building. 

The office, prev¬ 
iously used for coun¬ 
cil tax payments and 
housing enquiries, is 
to be extended into 
the former public 
toilets next door 
which closed when 
new toilets were built 
nearby. 

Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council intends 
to convert the build¬ 
ing into a contact 
point for a range of 
council services. 

It will also include 
interview rooms 
where people can 
apply for benefits 
such as council tax 
and housing bene¬ 
fits. 

The work should 
be completed by 
February next year.

A VET who caused a man’s death 
while drink-driving has been 
warned over his future conduct by a 
disciplinary panel. 

Soham vet Peter Hanlon was con¬ 
victed in 2006 of causing death by 
careless driving while under the 
influence of alcohol. 

His car had drifted across the 
road and collided with an 
oncoming vehicle driven by James 
Barber, who was accompanied by 
his wife, Ivy. 


Mr Barber was pronounced dead 
at the scene. Both Mrs Barber and 
Mr Hanlon were injured. 

At the initial hearing of the 
Disciplinary Committee of the 
Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons, Hanlon admitted the 
conviction and the charge that it 
rendered him unfit to practise 
veterinary surgery. 

The committee decided to 
postpone its judgment for two years 
on the agreement that Hanlon 


would undertake to abstain from 
alcohol and to submit quarterly 
medical reports and six-monthly 
CPD (continuing professional 
development) reports. 

At the resumed hearing, the 
committee considered Mr Hanlon’s 
submissions, and accepted he had 
fully complied with these under¬ 
takings. 

He had abstained from alcohol 
since the day after the accident, 
produced an “exemplary” CPD 


record and provided impressive 
reports from his employers. 

In addition, Mr Hanlon, who 
spent around 14 months in prison 
and remained on licence until July 
this year, also reiterated to the 
committee his remorse for the 
death of Mr Barber and respect for 
his family. 

If Mr Hanlon does anything to 
bring his profession into disrepute, 
he could again end up in front of 
the committee.

Market traders giving 
support to new moves 


LONG-SERVING 
traders have wel¬ 
comed proposals to 
employ a private 
contractor to run 
Newmarket’s twice- 
weekly market. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, which runs the 
market along with those 
in Mildenhall and 
Brandon, has voted to 
put the three market 
operations out to 
tender.

I don’t know 
how committed they are 
to the market.” 

The market, held on 
Tuesdays and Saturdays, 
has struggled in recent 
years and sometimes 
has just a handful of 
stalls. 

It was run by the 
market traders’ asso¬ 
ciation but when that 
disbanded the manage¬ 
ment reverted to the 
district council. 

The market’s declin¬ 
ing fortunes have been 
partly blamed on 
uncertainty over plans 
to build a new shop on 
part of the town’s 
market square to extend 
the Guineas shopping 
centre. 

That scheme was put 
on hold because of the 
economic downturn. 

The square could 
benefit from a facelift as 
part of proposals to 
restrict traffic in 
Wellington Street, which 
runs along one side of 
the square, but no final 
decision on that scheme 
has been made. 

Joanne Rogers, re¬ 
cently appointed as 
Newmarket’s town 
centre manager, has 
said the location of the 
market, off the High 
Street, was not ideal for 
helping it to prosper.

Loathed new towns 
could yet resurface 


A new consultation on proposals for up to 4,560 new 
homes a year to be built in the East of England has 
raised fears that new towns at Hanley Grange and 
Mereham could raise their heads once again. JOHN 
MORGAN and LAURA JEAN MORRIS report. 


COULD more new towns 
spring up from 
Cambridgeshire fields if 
plans for thousands of 
extra homes are given the 
go-ahead? 

That is the question raised by 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
in response to new proposals 
unveiled by the East of England 
Regional Assembly (EERA). 

Tesco scrapped its plans for the 
Hanley Grange eco-town, near 
Hinxton, following a storm of 
protest from residents and 
criticism of the scheme’s 
environmental sustainability. 

And Mereham, a 5,000-home 
town proposed for land near the 
A10 at Stretham, was thrown out 
by a Government planning 
inspector following a similarly 
fierce campaign by residents of 
the Fens. 

But the sites have remained 
part of the planning landscape, 
with both featured on an EERA list 
set out in November when the 
assembly asked developers to 
nominate any sites they would be 
bringing forward. 

Now EERA has launched a 
public consultation on growth 
plans to 2031 - going beyond 
current plans, which stretch to 
2021 . 

The first of the four EERA 
options, the closest to current 
plans, would see a maximum of 
3,600 homes built each year until 
2031. 

But two of the options would 
see 4,560 homes built in the 
county each year within that 


timeframe. A 20,000-home new 
town in Huntingdonshire is 
specifically mentioned in one of 
those options, with Alconbury 
mooted as a possible site. 

Cllr Roy Pegram, county council 
cabinet member for growth, 
infrastructure and strategic 
planning, said: “The county and 
district authorities have worked 
together on long-term issues for 
the county and we are firmly of 
the view that Cambridgeshire 
should take no more than the 
lowest EERA suggestion of 3,600 
homes each year until 2031. 

“We feel this is the highest level 
of housing growth that the county 
can support and is higher than we 
have experienced in the past. 

“We certainly do not have the 
infrastructure to support big new 
settlements like those proposed 
for Alconbury, Mereham and 
Hanley Grange. 

“I would urge people to 
complete our consultation 
questionnaire and help us tell 
EERA what we want for 
Cambridgeshire.” 

Cllr Nichola Harrison, Liberal 
Democrat spokeswoman for 
environment and growth on the 
county council, said: “I think 
there is a real cross-party 
consensus that we’ve got enough 


of a job to do at the moment with 
ambitious growth plans that are 
somewhat behind schedule. We 
must be left alone to deliver 
those.” 

Cllr Harrison said the 
forthcoming cuts in public 
spending meant there would be 
less money available for 
infrastructure needed for new 
developments, such as transport. 

She added: “We really mustn’t 
be pushed by the Government 
into high targets that are only

there in order to try to prove that 
Gordon Brown is on target for 
three million homes.” 

Cambridge would also be 
heavily affected by the higher 
options in the EERA consultation, 
Cllr Harrison warned. 

“The higher options bring 
increased risk of cramming 
additional houses into 
Cambridge,” she said. “I don’t 
think it is just unwanted new 
settlements.” 

Cllr Tariq Sadiq, Labour 
spokesman for environment and 
growth on the county council, 
said: “Hanley Grange was always 
unsustainable. Even regardless of 
anything else, the transport 
provision just wasn’t there. If ever 
that comes back, the same 
problems will remain. 

“As we’ve always pointed out, it 
is the same issue with things like 
Cambridge East (a housing 
development proposed for 
Marshall Airport). 

“This whole area can never be 
sustainable unless there is major 
investment in transport.” 

On whether EERA will go for the 
high options, Cllr Sadiq said: 

“Only if they ignore what people 
are saying.” 

Residents can examine all four 
options and tell EERA what they 
think at www.eera.co.uk.

A COUNCIL planning 
chief has called on 
leaders of New¬ 
market’s racing indus¬ 
try to help preserve 
the town’s unique 
character. 

Forest Heath District 
Council and the racing 
industry are currently on 
opposite sides over the 
controversial proposals for 
1,400 new homes to be 
built in the town in the 
period to 2031. 

The proposals for new 
homes on green field sites 
- which includes land next 
to the A14 on the north¬ 
east side of the town - are 
being opposed by the 
racing industry, including 
Sheikh Mohammed’s 
Godolphin racing organ¬ 
isation and Tattersalls, the 
racehorse auctioneers. 

They have argued that 
the extra traffic such a 
development would bring 
would pose a threat to the

future of the town as the 
traditional headquarters 
of racing. 

A packed public 
meeting called last week 
by the Save Historic 
Newmarket Action Group 
(SHNAG) heard accu¬ 
sations that the council 
had not taken account of 
the views of the racing 
industry when it included 
the new homes in its core 
strategy document. 

The row centres on Lord 
Derby’s plans for 1,200 
new homes on his 
Hatchfield Farm, between 
the A14 and Fordham 
Road - even though 
council chiefs have said 
the actual sites for a total 
of 1,400 new homes have 
not been chosen. 

Racing leaders have 
pointed to the example of 
Epsom which, they say, 


has lost its racing 
character as a result of 
new developments. 

But Nicola George, the 
district council’s head of 
planning, said: “Both 
SHNAG and the council 
want the same thing. We 
want to see Newmarket 
survive as a racing centre 
and keep its unique char¬ 
acter. 

"We seem at logger- 
heads at the moment, but 
it’s about the bigger 
picture. 

“We need to understand 
each other’s position. It 
will help everyone 
collectively to move 
forward.” 

She said there would be 
opportunities for “round 
the table” talks about the 
future of the town. 

“Now we have got some 
engagement from the 
racing industry, it would 
great to use that in a 
positive direction,” she 
said.

Students advised to keep finances healthy 


KEEPING on top of your bank 
balance and planning a bud¬ 
get are essential steps to 
keeping your finances in the 
black, students have been 
warned.

She said: “A large number of 
students come to see my team 
about financial problems, 
many of them have absolutely 
no idea how much funding 
they receive. 

“Some of these problems 
are due to too much social¬ 
ising, especially during the 
first term. 

“Having said that, it is hard 


being away from home for the 
first time and the situation is 
not helped because they get 
paid termly rather than 
weekly or monthly. 

“A student on full funding 
could receive around £2,000 
for their first payment, which 
can seem like a large amount, 
but of course isn’t when it has 
to last three or four months.” 

Mrs Manley advised stud¬ 
ents to record their income, 
such as student grants and 
income from part-time work, 
against their expenditure on 
items such as rent, food, bills 
and travel. 

She added: “If expenditure 
is more than income, you 
need to work out how you are 
going cover that, either by 
reducing your expenditure, 


e.g. don’t go out as much, or 
by increasing your income, 
such as by getting a part-time 
job.” 

And while tips such as using 
an interest-free overdraft, 
buying second-hand books 
and getting a Young Persons’ 
Railcard can cut costs further, 
it is important to know when 
to turn for help. 

Mrs Manley said: “Around 
62 per cent of young people 
said if they got into money 
trouble or debt they would not 
be able to name any advice or 
support services they could 
turn to for advice in a recent 
survey. 

“If you think you are getting 
into financial difficulties, seek 
help sooner rather than later.”

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Social workers’ 
sick days ‘a 
sign of stress’

Drunken man swore at police 


A SOHAM man who drunkenly 
shouted and swore at police 
officers after a night out has been 
fined. 

Benjamin Waters, 24, was 
arrested on September 4 for 
being drunk and disorderly in 
Market Street, Ely 

The incident occurred after he 
became involved in an alter¬ 
cation that had nothing to do 
with him. 

Penny Cannon, prosecuting, 
said: “It was at around 2.30am 


when officers were called to a 
large group of people causing a 
nuisance in Market Street. 

“They were dealing with a 
man, who was not Mr Waters, 
who was swearing and shouting 
at residents, but then Mr Waters 
got involved. 

“He was shouting and swear¬ 
ing at the officers and they could 
see that he was drunk. Officers 
urged him to go home and so did 
his mother, who was there at the 
time, but he did not heed the 


advice and was arrested.” 

Waters pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court on Thursday 
to being drunk and disorderly in 
a public place. 

Waters said: “I admit I was 
wrong and shouldn’t have 
shouted or swore. But I was 
going through a lot of bad family 
issues at the time, which I do not 
want to talk about.” 

The bench fined Waters £50 
and ordered him to pay £85 costs 
and a £15 victim surcharge.

SOCIAL workers in Cambridgeshire 
take an average of 11 sick days a year, 
according to new figures. 

The Liberal Democrats say that national 
figures obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act reveal social workers “take 
more sick days on average than any other 
public service professionals”. 

The Lib Dems argue this reflects stress on 
overworked staff, with vacancies running 
high after the profession was “demonised” in 
coverage of the Baby Peter case. 

In Cambridgeshire, social workers took an 
average of 11.18 days of sick leave last year, 
below the national average of 11.8. 

But 21 of them took more than 20 days 
sick leave. 

And there were 39.8 social worker 
vacancies at Cambridgeshire County 
Council, according to the figures. 

Gordon feyes, the council’s executive 
director of children and young people’s 
services, said: “Social work is a very 
demanding occupation and the recent high 
profile of certain child protection cases has 
made the job and public perception ever 
more challenging. 

“I believe that morale among social work 
colleagues in Cambridgeshire is good and 
their invaluable service highly regarded.” 

The Lib Dems said that the national 
average of 11.8 days of annual sick leave for 
social workers compared with national 
averages of 7.4 for all workers, 11 for NHS 
workers and 10.2 for police. 

Annette Brooke, Lib Dem children and 
families spokeswoman, said: “These 
shocking figures show the impact of the 
huge stresses that social workers are under. 

“The incredibly high number of vacancies 
leaves them spread too thin, working under 
huge pressure and dealing with a lack of 
resources and mountains of paperwork. 

“The Government must scrap the 
ContactPoint database and use the money 
to pay for more backroom staff to take the 
pressure off social workers and allow them 
do their jobs properly.”

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Couple who said goodbye to a 
baby son are helping research

H IS little body 
covered in a 
web of tubes 
and wires, baby 
Fergus lay in 
intensive care. At 
just 18 weeks old, 
his lungs were 
failing: he was 
growing weaker by 
the minute. For his 
parents, Angela 
Butcher and Steve 
Cocker, it was time 
to say goodbye. 

“A few weeks earlier 
we had what we thought 
was a perfectly healthy 
little boy,” remembers 
Angela. 

“He was just a happy, 
cute kid. He was always 
smiling: even when he 
was in hospital with a 
tube up his nose he 
managed to smile. 

“By the end, 
something as simple as 
changing his nappy 
caused him so much 
distress... It was 
horrendous. 

“If someone had told 
me when I was pregnant 
‘Your baby’s going to die 
of a very rare disease’ I 
would have said ‘I’ll 
never cope with that’. 
But when you live 
something you do cope. 
You just do.” 

Fergus died of SMARD 
- Spinal Muscular 
Atrophy with

Respiratory Distress. An 
inherited condition, 
which causes extreme 
muscle weakness, it is 
incredibly rare: across 
the entire UK, only one 
or two babies are known 
to be born with SMARD 
each year. Their life 
expectancy is, adds 
Angela, between six and 
12 months. 

Since Fergus died, in 
September 2005, Angela 
and Steve have thrown 
themselves into raising 
both money and 
awareness for The 
Jennifer Trust. A national 
charity, it offers support 
to families affected by 
SMARD (and the more 
common SMA), as well 
as funding research into 
the cause, treatment and 
possible cures. 

“It’s made us feel 
useful, as if we’re doing 
some good,” says 
Angela, 36. “We wanted 
something positive to 
come out of the sadness 
- and we wanted to 
make Fergus’ little life 
mean something, really.” 

At the weekend, Steve 
set off on his latest 
charity venture: a 1,400- 
mile cycle ride to Berlin 
and back. Accompanied 
by two friends, Andy 
Whittaker and Bruce 
Lorimer, he will bike to 


the German lab where 
scientists are 
researching SMARD. 

In total, he and 
Angela, who live in 
Cambridge, have already 
raised £25,000 for The 
Jennifer Trust and £7,500 


for Addenbrooke’s, 
where Fergus was cared 
for and then died. 

Angela fell pregnant 
with Fergus, her first 
baby, in 2004. The 
pregnancy was, she says, 
“relatively easy” until, at 


week 34, she was 
diagnosed with a slight 
liver problem. As a 
result, Fergus had to be 
induced at 38 weeks. 

Aside from being “a bit 
dinky” (he weighed in 
just under 5lbs), Fergus 


seemed to be fit and 
well. Kept in hospital for 
observation for 10 days 
after his birth, he then 
went home. 

“He was still a bit 
small and feeding was 
difficult,” remembers 


Angela. “But every time I 
went down to the 
breastfeeding clinic 
there were new mums in 
there saying ‘Help! I can’t 
do this’.” 

Then, at 12 weeks, 
Fergus had his first set of 
immunisations. “He was 
a bit off-colour the next 
day, which I put down to 
the jabs,” Angela 
continues. “But then he 
developed quite 
laboured breathing... ” 

Angela took Fergus 
straight to the GP; by the 
time they arrived, his 
breathing had 
deteriorated 
dramatically. Rushed to 
A and E, he was whisked 
into intensive care while 
doctors did endless tests 
- for everything from 
meningitis to a tumour. 

As time went on, 
Fergus’ diaphragm grew 
weaker and weaker, 
making it ever-harder for 
him to breathe. 

Although Angela and 
Steve didn’t know it at 
the time, his symptoms 
fitted with those of 
SMARD. 

It was a paediatric 
consultant, Dr Rob Ross 
Russell, who realised 
Fergus had the 
neuromuscular 
condition for which, at 
present, there is no cure. 
“He’d only seen one 
other suspected case 
and that was many years 
ago,” explains Angela.

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“It’s that rare.” 

Fergus rallied briefly, 
but then began to go 
rapidly downhill. Put on 
a ventilator, it became 
clear he wouldn’t make 
it. 

“It sounds really 
cliched, I know, but I 
have a very strong feeling 
that you kind of know 
what’s right for your kid,” 
says Angela. “I vividly 
remember one day in 
intensive care when we 
were changing his nappy 
and he weed everywhere. 

“There was such an 
awful fuss trying to get 
him mopped up and 
keep his ventilator in 
place... I remember 
thinking ‘What are we 
doing? This isn’t the way 
to go’. That was two days 
before he died.” 

Fergus wasn’t formally 
diagnosed with SMARD 
until after his death - 
when it was confirmed 
by genetic testing. “The 
way it was explained to 
us is that looking for this 
gene is like looking for a 
spelling mistake in a 
novel: it’s really, really 
small and you have no 
idea where it is,” explains 
Angela. “We were lucky 
to get the confirmation.” 

Both Angela and Steve 
are carriers of the 
SMARD gene, which 
means they have a one in 
four chance of having a 
child with the condition. 
Since losing Fergus they 
have continued trying for 
another baby; Angela 
had to have a pregnancy 
terminated at 12 weeks 
because tests showed the 
foetus had SMARD. 


“You don’t feel angry,” 
explains Steve. “But you 
do feel hard done by 
sometimes. We’re at the 
stage in our lives when 
all our friends seem to be 
having babies. 

“That’s one of the 
biggest problems 
actually, dealing with the 
changes in friendships - 
losing friendships, really. 
Our friends with kids are 
living a very different life: 
we don’t particularly 
want to spend the 
weekend with them 
walking around with 
buggies and going to the 
park.” 

“You have to kind of 
carve out a different 
route for yourselves,” 
adds Angela. “And we’ve 
learned not to look too 
far ahead.” 

Along with their 
fundraising, the couple 
say returning to work 
helped them cope with 
the loss of Fergus. “All of 
a sudden I was on 
maternity leave with no 
baby to look after,” 
explains Angela, a special 
needs teacher. “We both 
went back to work after 
about four weeks. It was 
hard though, going back 
to a life I didn’t think I 
was going back to.” 

Although Angela and 
Steve opted for a very 
private funeral for 
Fergus, they say they 
were overwhelmed by 
the number of friends 
and family members 
who donated money to 
both Addenbrooke’s and 
The Jennifer Trust in the 
wake of his death. 

“That first year we sent 


out Christmas cards with 
his picture on, asking 
people to do something 
in memory of the little 
fella,” Angela explains. 

As well as examining 
the known cases of 
SMARD, the research 
team in Germany are 
looking into other 
sudden deaths attributed 
to breathing problems - 
in case some of them are 
caused by SMARD or 
something similar, but 
the condition is going 
undiagnosed. 

The couple say they 
haven’t given up hope of 
having a child in the 
future. But, in the 
meantime, they will 
continue to put their 
energies into supporting 
The Jennifer Trust (of 
which Steve, who works 
in IT, is now a trustee). 

“We’re both 
reasonably strong 
individuals and that 
helps,” says Steve. “You 
have to accept where you 
are and go from there, 
don’t you?” 

“We take our 
inspiration from Fergus,” 
adds Angela. “How could 
having a gorgeous little 
boy like him make your 
life miserable?”

W hen Bruce Lorimerwas 
diagnosed with Parkinson’s 
Disease it was, he admits, 
a “devastating” blow. A degenerative 
neurological disorder, Parkinson’s 
can affect everything from talking 
and walking to writing to swallowing. 

And, as yet, there is no cure. 

But to meet Bruce now - a decade 
since his diagnosis - you would 
hardly know he has Parkinson’s. A 
very fit 60-year-old, he is 
accompanying Steve on his 1,400- 
mile cycle ride across Europe, and 
they are both pictured. 

“When you’re diagnosed with something like 
this you think everything’s terrible and you can’t 
do anything any more,” explains Bruce. “In fact, 
you realise there are lots of things in life you can 
do - so I decided to go for it.” With numerous 


sponsored events already under his belt, 
including a Land’s End to John O’Groats cycle, 
Bruce is doing the Berlin trip in aid of the 
Parkinson’s Disease Society. For more

A COUNCILLOR cen¬ 
sured for making a 
remark about burning 
witches has been clear¬ 
ed after appealing to 
Adjudication Panel for 
England. 

Cllr Pat McCloud, who 
made the remark in an email 
to fellow members of Forest 
Heath District Council, was 
censured by a standards 
hearing of the council in 
June. He was also told to 
make a written apology to 
Cllr Lisa Chambers, who 
complained that she felt the 
remark was aimed at her and 
breached the councillors' 
code of conduct. 

Now the Adjudication 
Panel has quashed the 
punishment after con¬ 
sidering a written appeal. 

The panel said: “The 
comment does not directly 
call her a witch. 

“It was a far more general 
comment and did not pass 
into the realm of personal 
abuse. While it was in¬ 
cautious of him to use that 
expression on this occasion 
it did not amount to a 
breach of the code.” 

Cllr McCloud, a Liberal 
Democrat, said, in his 
appeal, that two members of 
the standards committee 
which considered his case 
should have declared a 
personal interest as they 
were friends and political 
supporters of Cllr Chambers, 
a Conservative. 

He said Lawrence Noble, 
an independent member of 
the council's standards 
committee, is the father of 
Cllr Colin Noble, a fellow 
member of Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet alongside 
Cllr Chambers. 

He also said that Cllr 
Roger Dicker, a Conservative 
member of the district

council, had also worked 
closely with Cllr Chambers. 

The panel agreed and said 
“strenuous efforts” should 
be made to remove the risk 
of questions over the 
objectivity and inde¬ 
pendence of members of a 
disciplinary hearing panel. 

It said: “In no way should 
these comments be inter¬ 
preted as suggesting any lack 
of integrity, or improper 
behaviour on the part of 
either of these individuals. 
However, the overall 
composition of the panel 
could have raised in the 
mind of a reasonable 
observer the question of 
whether there would be a 
fair hearing.” 

Cllr McCloud, who 
represents Red Lodge with 
Cllr Chambers, said: “I’m 
very pleased that the 
nonsense has come to an 
end. I think it was a terrible 
waste of money and council 
resources.” 

The council later issued a 
statement expressing confi¬ 
dence in the integrity of the 
standards committee. 

But it added: “In the light 
of the comments (by the 
Adjudication Panel) we will 
take a close look at how our 
panels are selected to see if 
any improvements are 
necessary.” 


Discovery may lead to end of condition affecting dogs 


SCIENTISTS working at the 
Animal Health Trust (AHT) 
believe the discovery of 
mutation could help them 
prevent a painful blinding 
condition in terriers. 

Geneticists working in the 
Kennel Club Genetics Centre at 
the Kentford-based AHT, near 
Newmarket, identified the 
mutation responsible for 
primary lens luxation (PLL), a 
painful inherited eye condition. 

They expect to have a DNA 
test in place by late October to 
identify carriers of the mutation. 


PLL causes fibres which 
support the lens to break down 
or disintegrate, causing the lens 
to fall into the wrong place in 
the eye leading to glaucoma or 
blindness. 

The team, led by Dr Cathryn 
Mellersh, believe the discovery 
could prevent the development 
of PLL in several terrier breeds. 

She said: “This is an exciting 
discovery for many breeds of 
dogs across the world. 

“We have identified the 
mutation, and soon we’ll be 
able to give advice on breeding 


strategies. 

“Hopefully in time we’ll 
eradicate this awful condition 
from many breeds of dogs.” 

A test kit will soon be 
available to collect DNA from a 
simple cheek swab and assess 
the dog’s risk of developing 
PLL. 

Breeders can then make 
informed decisions to minimise 
the risk of producing dogs that 
would be affected by the 
debilitating condition. 

Caroline Kisko, communi¬ 
cation director at the Kennel 


Club, said: “This is truly a major 
breakthrough at the Kennel 
Club Genetics Centre in our 
fight to eliminate many of the 
inherited diseases dogs have, 
all made possible with funding 
from the Kennel Club 
Charitable Trust. 

“PLL is a painful and blinding 
condition and we hope once 
the DNA test is available, we 
will be able to eliminate this 
condition altogether.” 

Dr Mellersh thanked owners 
and breeders who have 
contributed DNA and 


information from their dogs to 
the project. 

She said: “The discovery 
would not have been possible 
without them.” 

Through Kennel Club 
Charitable Trust funding, the 
AHT is investigating the 
genetics of a wide range of 
inherited canine conditions. 

It is hoped DNA screening 
tests will help breeders control 
or eliminate some debilitating 
diseases. For more information 
on the AHT visit www.

Punk, Cambridge 
and Raincoats... 


The Raincoats’ bassist-turned-filmmaker tells PAUL KIRKLEY why 
she decided to make a movie about an iconic band - her own. 


T HE cloisters and 
cobbles of 
Cambridge have 
fermented more than their 
share of world-shaping 
ideas - gravity, DNA, 
Innocent Smoothies - but 
it’s fair to say it’s never 
been considered much of 
a rock and roll town. 

And the rock and roll \thas 
gifted us has tended to tack 
more towards the earnest 
space-rock symphonies of Pink 
Floyd or the wispy folk of Nick 
Drake than the riotous DIY free- 
for-all of punk. 

But Cambridge did earn itself 
a footnote in punk history when 
Geoff Travis hired a basement 
studio in the city to record some 
of the earliest output for his 



legendary Rough Trade label - 
including the debut single by a 
bunch of young upstarts who 
would go on to become the very 
epitome of a cult band. 

Formed in London in 1977 by 
Hornsey Art College students 
Ana da Silva (vocals/guitar) and 
Gina Birch (bass/vocals), The 
Raincoats were one of British 
punk’s leading all-female outfits. 

In accordance with the 
patented punk ethic, the band 
ended up playing their first gigs 
- including a memorable early 
show in Warsaw - with a lot 
more enthusiasm than technical 
competence but, by the time 
they arrived at Cambridge’s 
Spacewood studio in 1979 to 
record their first 7”, Fairytale in 
the Supermarket, they were 
feeling a little more confident - 
even if the engineer had other 
ideas. 

“The studio was probably 
more used to people who could 
play,” recalls Gina, now 53. 

“The BBC were making a 
documentary about Rough 
Trade and, if you watch it now, 
there’s a little bit of the engineer 
laughing when I’m playing a 
perfectly acceptable bit of bass, 
and saying ‘We’ll see how out of 


tune we can cope with it’. He 
probably had ears that were 
perfectly tuned and couldn’t 
bear the noise we were making. 
That’s Cambridge for you - 
you’re a smart lot!” 

Gina had, in fact, been born 
in the city 24 years earlier - but 
we’ll come back to that rather 
dramatic story. At this point in 
the late 70s, her trade was 
about as far removed from the 
astral concepts and complex 
time signatures of Dark Side of 
the Moon as... well, as the 
dark side of the moon. 

“I had no idea even howto 
tune my bass,” she laughs. “But 
mistakes were always part of 
what we were doing - we were 
never trying to be perfect, we 
were always trying to push 
ourselves beyond what we 
could actually do. It made it 
interesting - which is why 
people like John Lydon really 
liked us; we never tried to be 
flash or like we were looking for 
the big deal. We were looking to 
push the boundaries and see 
what would happen.” 

Punk’s own grand dame 
wasn’t The Raincoats’ only 
famous fan -15 years later, the 
reluctant mouthpiece for another 


generation’s teenage rebellion, 
Kurt Cobain, publicly confessed 
his devotion to the band by 
writing the sleevenotes to a 
reissue of their eponymous 
debut album. 

“We didn’t really know who 
he was when he first got in 
touch,” admits Gina. “But when 
we heard his stuff we just loved 
it. We were really proud that 
someone who made such great 
stuff really liked us, but we 
weren’t quite aware of the 
enormity of his legacy.” 

In 1994, Cobain recruited 
The Raincoats to support 
Nirvana on their upcoming UK 
shows but, the week before the 
tour was due to start, Cobain 
was found lying dead with a 
shotgun at his Lake Washington 
home. 

“It was all very sad,” recalls 
Gina. “Incredibly sad that he 
died, but also sad we never got 
to play those shows. Although 
there was a little bit of 
nervousness about playing in 
front of 9,000 Nirvana fans. We 
once played with UB40 at a jobs 
for youth show in Birmingham 
and got pelted by coins and 
cigarette lighters. We played our 
set at double speed - we were 



very keen to get off that stage!” 

The original incarnation of 
The Raincoats lasted until 1984 
(though Ana and Gina have 
reformed the band sporadically 
since 1993). Thanks in large 
part to the group’s art school 
roots, their career is well 
documented on camera - so 
when Gina went on to forge a 
second career as a film-maker 
(including helming music videos 
for the likes of New Order, The 
Libertines, Beth Orton and The 
Pogues), it was perhaps only 
natural she would one day turn 
her attention to her own history. 

This weekend, Gina will be 
back in Cambridge to present an 
exclusive 50-minute “work in 
progress” taste of The 
Raincoats: Fairytales, a new 
documentary following the 
band’s progress from 1977 until 
1981, featuring Super 8 footage 
from early shows alongside 
interviews with band members 
and guest contributors including 


Geoff Travis, Peaches, Andy Gill 
and more. 

“There are several reasons 
why I made the film,” says Gina. 
“One was because no-one else 
had made one. And secondly 
because, when people do write 
about you or tell stories about 
you, you often don’t recognise 
yourself. I thought it would be 
good to put the record straight 
from my perspective. This is 
why people write books about 
themselves -1 was keen to tell 
the story as I see it.” 

Though Gina moved from 
Cambridge when she just 18 
months old, her festival 
appearance will still serve as a 
kind of homecoming, as her 
parents later returned to the 
area, and currently live in Linton. 
She also has reason to be 
thankful to the city and its 
doctors, having endured a 
surprisingly eventful start in life. 

“I was on the front page of 
medical journals because I was 


the first British baby to survive 
three blood transfusions, in Mill 
Road Hospital, in October 
1955,” she reveals. “My mum 
was rhesus negative and my 
dad was rhesus positive and at 
that time there were a lot of 
problems with second babies - 
the bloods didn’t mingle well 
and so my mum was very sick 
and I nearly died, and then she 
had a third baby which did die. 

“Now I think they’ve 
developed an injection and it’s 
quite a simple procedure but at 
the time it wasn’t and I was 
nearly a goner, but I did survive 
on the third try. The first British 
baby to survive three blood 
transfusions-that’s the 
legacy.”

GARDENING 


Plenty of choice for 
gardening students 


N ow the schools have gone 
back, you maybe 
considering returning to 
education yourself- and there are 
many gardening courses available, 
from one-day tasters to more in- 
depth studies which leave you 
with a qualification. 

You may be looking simply to 
improve your fruit and veg- 
growing techniques or to redesign 
your front garden, or feel it’s time 
to branch out into a horticultural 
career. 

“A lot of people who start off with 
just an interest in gardening 
develop that to become 
professional members of the 
industry,” says Dr Steve 
Dowbiggin, fellow of the Institute 
of Horticulture and chief executive 
of Capel Manor College in 
Middlesex. 

He advises gardeners to check out 
the colleges thoroughly and go for 
the ones which run a wide range of 
courses. 

“If you do an amateur course at a 
college which also runs courses for 
professionals, they are likely to be 
integrated, so if you wanted to go 
on to a higher level it is likely to be 
a seamless process,” he explains. 
Time is a huge factor to bear in 
mind, says Andrew Duff, director 
of garden design courses at the 
Inchbald School of Garden and 
Interior Design in London. 

“People often underestimate the 
word ‘part-time’,” he says. “Before 
you enrol, you need to know how 
much time you have to dedicate to 
a course.” 

Many places offer short courses, 
say for a weekend or even a day. 
They are usually led by head 
gardeners and experienced

horticulturists. If you are unable to 
go out to learn, then online 
courses are available in which the 
student is supported by a personal 
tutor who will respond to all 
queries and will give feedback on 
assignments and access projects. 
Before you start any course, find 
out its ratio of practical to theory. 
There are other ways to get your 
foot in the door. The number of 
people volunteering to work in 
National Trust and English 
Heritage properties is growing, 
says Dowbiggin, and many of the 
organisations who welcome 
volunteers also offer training. 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
organises a good variety of 
educational activities, from digital 
photography to plant 
propagation, as well as courses for 
for those wishing to pursue a 
career in horticulture, a bursary 
scheme and examinations for 
professional and amateur 
gardeners. 

The RHS General Certificate in 
Horticulture is one of the most 
widely-available courses, which 
teaches the basic understanding 
of scientific principles and their 
relationship and application to 
horticultural skills and practices. 


See the RHS website at 
www.rhs.org. uk for a list of colleges 
which run the course. 

Many people go for a national 
vocational qualification (NVQ) 
which focuses on competence 
rather than academic 
achievement. All the teaching and 
assessment is done at your 
workplace, although you can also 
study at a college on a part-time or 
day-release basis. Visit the NVQ 
website at www.dfes.gov.uk/nvq for 
more information. 

Other organisations, including the 
Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew and 
the Institute of Horticulture, have 
full-time and part-time courses 
which lead to a number of 
qualifications. 

The Institute of Horticulture’s 
website at www.horticulture.org.uk 
covers many colleges, 
apprenticeships, voluntary 
internships and the certificates, 
degrees and courses available. 
Alternatively, you may find that the 
best way to learn more about, say, 
how to grow fruit and veg, is to rent 
yourself an allotment and ask 
fellow plot-holders for their tips 
and advice. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Cyclamen hederifolium 
This Autumn-flowering hardy 
cyclamen, traditionally seen in a 
woodland setting, can brighten up 
a shady spot on die patio at this 
time of year. 

Buy ready-potted plants in flower 
now, in shades from white through 
to pink, cerise and magenta, which 
make wonderful plant partners in 
pots under purple-leaved 
heucheras, or mix them in your 
garden with the autumn-flowering 
Crocus speciosus. 

You can have cyclamen in flower 
for most of the winter by using 
both C hederifolium and C coum. 
Both are tuberous perennials, 
producing nodding flowers which 
open before the leaves appear. 
Plant them with the top (the flat or 
concave side) of the bulb at, or just 
below, the soil surface. 

Cyclamen like well-drained soil 
with lots of humus, and prefer light 
shade. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Storing apples 

If you have already started 
harvesting apples, it’s likely that 
the early varieties you are picking 
should be eaten early and don’t 
keep well. However, other types do 
store well and can be left until 
October before picking. 

Firstly, make sure they are ripe as 
once picked, apples don’t ripen 
well. Lift the fruit in your palm and 
gently twist it. If it comes off the 
branch easily, it’s ready. 

Only store perfect fruit. Clean, dry 
apples will keep in the vegetable 
compartment of your fridge for 
around four to six weeks. The rest 
can be put inside wooden boxes 
and stored in a cool, dry, frost-free 
shed until you need them. 

Check your stored fruit every week 
and remove any that show signs of 
rot. The apples should keep for six 
weeks or more. Good varieties for 
storing include Ashmead’s Kernel, 
Jonagold and Queen Cox.

Jazz twist on Fab 
Four masterpiece 


RENOWNED jazz pianist Mike 
Westbrook brings his Off 
Abbey Road project - inspired 
by and celebrating one of The 
Beatles’ greatest albums - to 
The Junction in Cambridge 
next month. 

As part of the Cambridge Modern 
Jazz Club’s programme, and to mark 
the 40th anniversary of the release of 
Abbey Road, Off Abbey Road is a re¬ 
creation by contemporary musicians 
of one of the master works of pop 
music. 

Premiered in Reggio Emilia, Italy, 
in December 1988 as part of a 
festival celebrating The Beatles, it 


was an instant hit with audiences 
and critics. For the next three years, 
Westbrook’s band took it on tour 
throughout France, Germany, Italy, 
and Switzerland, appearing in many 
of Europe’s best jazz festivals.

JAPANESE cars make their 
owners happy but some French 
cars drive them to distraction, 
says Which? Car. 

Five of the top 10 cars in the 
Which? Car owners’ satisfaction 
table are Japanese: the current 
Mazda MX-5 (3rd with a customer 
satisfaction score of 96 per cent); 
Mazda MX-5 (1998-2005, 5th, 96 per 
cent); Honda Jazz (6th, 95 per cent); 
Toyota Yaris Verso (2000-2005, 7th, 
95 per cent); and Honda Jazz (2002- 
2008, 9th, 94 per cent). 

At the top of the table is the Audi 
A5 with an owner satisfaction score 
of 97 per cent. Owners love its looks 
and performance despite it being 
the least dependable new sports/ 
coupe with a reliability score of 76 
per cent (the joint least-reliable new 
car overall along with the current 
Ford Galaxy). 

Other German cars also perform 
well in the satisfaction stakes with 
another two in the top 10: the 
Porsche Boxster (4th, 96 per cent) 
and the Audi TT (8th, 94 per cent). 
The Czech Skoda Superb (2002- 


2008) lives up to its name in second 
place with an impressive 96 per 
cent, while the popular Italian Fiat 
500 is tenth with 94 per cent. 

Down at the bottom of the table, 
six of the least popular 10 cars are 
French, including four Renaults, a 
Peugeot and a Citroen. 

Bottom of the pile is the Renault 
Espace (1997-2003) with 57 per cent. 
Owners of other Renaults aren’t 
terribly impressed either. The 
Megane (1996-2003) is described as 
“a pile of rubbish”; the Laguna 
(2001-2007) as “an impulse buy... 
regretted ever since”; and the Espace 
as a “fantastic car, if only it would 
work for longer than a month at a 
time”. 

Which? Car editor, Richard 
Headland, says: “It’s no surprise that 
owners love their Japanese cars. 
They’re reliable, reasonably priced 
and cheap to run. But down in the 
Which? Car hall of shame, owners of 
some French cars seem to be less 
than enamoured with their motors. 

“It’s the honeymoon period for the 
relatively new Audi A5 - smitten

First sight of new Astra 


THE new Vauxhall Astra received 
its global debut this week at the 
Frankfurt Motor Show with the 
promise of aggressive pricing, 
exceptional quality, and levels of 
equipment and technology seldom 
seen in the compact class. 

The entry level Exclusiv 1.4i (85bhp) 
enters the market at £15,675, a mere 
£270 more than the outgoing equivalent 
model, yet now offers as standard air 
conditioning, electronic stability 
control, 16-inch wheels and an MP3- 
format radio/CD player with aux-in. 

Further up the range, the SRi 1.4i 
Turbo, with its new-to-range engine, is 
just £10 more than the current, un¬ 
blown SRi 1.8-litre petrol, yet retains its 
140PS output, reduces C02 emissions by 
18 per cent and Benefit in Kind tax by 
seven bands. Equipment levels rise too, 
with an electronic parking brake, centre 
armrest and active head restraints all 
standard. 

The lead-in diesel-powered model’s 
price has also barely budged. Compared 
with the current Life 1.7 CDTi 97bhp, the 
new and more powerful Exclusiv 1.7 
CDTi 107bhp drops aVED band, thanks 
to a llg/km reduction in C02, has even 
more standard equipment, yet costs just 
£15 more at £18,015. 

Helping reduce the cost of Astra 


ownership still further has resulted in 
lower insurance group ratings. For 
example, an Exclusiv 1.4i (97bhp) drops 
from a 5E/10E rating for the old model 
to a 3E/9E for the equivalent car in the 
new range. Similarly, an outgoing SE 1.6- 
litre (lllbhp) slides from 7E/13E 
(current) to 4E/12E (new), and an SRi 
1.7 CDTi (125PS) from 12E/21E (current) 
to 5E/15E (new). 

Vauxhall dealers’ order books are now 
open for the new Astra, with the first 
cars reaching showrooms in December. 

Prices start at £15,695 for the 1.4-litre 
petrol Exclusiv, peaking at £23,695 for 
the 2-litre diesel Elite.

The reluctant green 
buyers of Britain... 


BRITISH motorists languish 
at 16th place in a league 
table of who buys the most 
polluting models in Europe, 
according to a study carried 
out on behalf of the 
Environmental Transport 
Association (ETA). 

Car makers are being forced 
to make significant cuts in their 
vehicles’ C02 emissions, but 
we appear to be reluctant to 
buy the greenest models. 
Portuguese drivers are the 
greenest in Europe when it 
comes to buying cars with an 
average C02 rate of 138g/km 
(eg VW Polo) - the least green 
motorists are from Latvia with 
a figure of 177g/km (eg Suburu 
Impreza). The average British 
driver comes 16th in the list 
with 158g/km (eg VW Passat). 

EU regulation is striving to 
cut the C02 emitted by cars to 
an average figure of 130g/km 


by 2015. 

Director at the ETA, Andrew 
Davis, said: “Car makers can 
build green cars, but they need 
us to buy them. The report 
found that strict new 
emissions laws are 
having a strong effect 
on the availability of 
cleaner cars, but 
wealth, motoring 
taxes, fuel prices and 
consumer attitudes, 
which vary wildly 
from country to 
country across 
Europe, have much 
more of an effect on 
how clean a car is 
chosen. 

“There was a fuss in 
Britain when road tax 
increased for the 
most-polluting cars, 
but we are lax by 
European standards - 
we need a more 


sophisticated carrot and stick 
approach to encouraging people 
to drive lighter cars if we want to 
do better in next year’s league 
table.”

Shortfall sparks 
recovery fears 


RECOVERY from reces¬ 
sion is being threatened 
by a shortage of skilled 
workers, a new report 
has warned. 

A survey of more than 
650 organisations 
showed signs that the 
recovery will be more dif¬ 
ficult than after the 1992 
recession.

Skilled staff were the 
only category where 
demand was predicted to 
accelerate, while ageism 
had a difference face to 
the 1990s recession, with 
18 to 24-year-olds more 
at risk from redundancy 
than other age groups, 
said the report.

of Reed and founder of 
the Keep Britain Working 
Campaign, said: “There 
has been an unprece¬ 
dented shift in the atti¬ 
tudes of people in work 
over the last two decades.
